The idea of a strike which might tie 
up all railroad traffic between the great 
lakes and the Pacific is untlinkable. But 
for twelve weeks almost continuous con- 
ferences in Chicago have gone on between 
200 men, representing the unions, and a 
committee of twelve railroad officials and 
there seems to be no ie souemens in sight. 
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} deters gm hat the men are asking 
changes in working rules and direct 
) bay which the railroads esti- 
mate would, taken together, add 40 per 
cent to their pay rolls. 

Whatever the outcome of the pending 
struggle, there are few things more aig- 
nificant and interesting than the change 
during the last ten years in the position 
and attitude of the four grea? unions of 
railroad employés. 

Then they were comparatively weak, 
poor, quarreling amorg themselves, anx- 
fous to propose arbitration to railroad 
Managers, who frequently declared they 
had nothing to arbitrate.

@& total membership -. well over 200,000 
Men in the United States. Each of them 
the union of engineers, of firemen, of con- 
~ductors, and of trainmen—has millions of 
dollars in its treasury. The trainmen 
slone have a balance of $3,900,000, with 
about $1,000,000 of this amount i. their 
Strike fund. The engineers own a sky- 
Scraper in Cleveland and have other large 
interests.

None of the four ‘ions has ever de- 
manded the “ closed shop” trom a railroad 
company. Yet the engineers—with 65,000 
Membere—have enrolled more than 90 per 
cent of all the locomotive drivers in the 
United States and the other three unions, 
the conductors with about 50,000 members, 
fe firemen with nearly 70,000, and the 
Wainmen, including brakemen and yard 
Men, 135,000, have also practically cleaned 
™ their respective fields. 

Ten years ago the unions of engineers 
@nd firemen were at swords’ points. When 
Qfter long years of apprenticeship a fire- 
Man was finally promoted to the other 
tide of the cab, the engineers’ union de- 
‘dared that he must give up his old affilia- 
tion and absolutely quit the firemen’s 
Gnion. That rule resulted in bitter feel- 
and much friction.

PRIVATE BANK LAW: 
RESULT OF CRASHES 


Must Protect the Public, 
$1,500,000 Losses Since 
1912, They Assert. 


CITY MAY ACT, SAYS SEXTON 


Corporation Counsel Has Delayed 
Action Waiting on State 
Legislature. 


ASHURST CLEW LEADS 10 DIXIE 


Prominent bankers of Chicago, startled by 


emphatically yesterday that the private 
bank must either submit to regulation or go 
out of business. 

It is time, according to their sentiment, that 
the state should make it possibie for a man to 
buy a peanut stand or a lunch counter, 
paint a sign “ bank’’ on the window and 
the title “cashier” after his name, and 
get the money. 

In 1913 nine banks failed in Chicago, with 
liabilities of over 31,000,000, and so far in 
this year three banks have gone down with 
$500,000, 

This hurts the reputation, not only of the 
private banker, but of al] banks as well, 

City Can Act, Says Sexton. 

Municipal regulation of the “‘ peanut 
banks ’’ may result from the crash. Cor- 
poration Counsel Sexton has advised the city 
council that it can tax, license, and regulate 
banks, but suchlegisiation has been deferred 
from time to time in the past only because of 
the belief that the general assembly would 
enact a statute ‘covering the subject. 

A bill for this purpose was drafted and sent 
to Springfield last year, but was “ forgotten ” 
im committee. In the absence of a state 


Y enactment the council! may proceed to impose 


such regulations as are in its power. 

Ald. Jacob Lindheimer of the subcommittee 
of five appointed by the judiciary committee 
to meke an investigation of private banks 
spoke in favor of the strictest inquiry. 


What Bankers Say. 
These are some of the statements made toa 

TRIBUNE reporter: 

E. C, Wentwerth, president Old Colony 
Trust and Savinge bank—The Clearing 
House association should instruct the 
banks in the association to refuse to do 
business with private banks which will not 
submit to an annual or semi-annual exam- 
ination by the larger banks. 

J. W. Watson, cashier of Woodlawn 
Trust and Savings bank-—There isn’t any 
doubt about our attitude. Private banks 
should be regulated by the state. 

Luctus Teter, president Chicago Savings 
Bank and Trust company—Banks, accord- 
ing to my view, are quasi-public institu- 
tions and should be subject to public con- 
trol. The difficulty in Chicago is that it 
requires a capital of $200,000 to start a state 
bank. 


Would Abolish Private Banks. 

Charles B. Munday, vice president La 
Saile Street Trust and Savings bank—We 
are for supervision. My own personal opin- 
ion is private banks should not exist. 

Albert E. Coen, cashier Avtna State bank 
~-We favor supervision. 

George M. Reynolds, president Continen- 
tal and Commercial National bank-—I am 
unqualifiedly in favor of some kind of 
reguiation. The great number of failures 
should convince even private bankers that 
they should welcome supervision. The pub- 
lic should be given adequate protection. 


Law Needed, Says Forgan. 

James B. Forgan, president First Na- 
tional bank—Some private banks are a pub- 
lic menace. There should be a law to pre- 
vent their going to pieces. It is difficult to 
determine the standing of a private bank. 
especially tn a large city. The people can- 
not look into the record of the banker as 
they can in the emaller towns. 

William A. Tilden, president Fort Dear- 
born National bank—We desire to see some 
form of regulation which will prevent the 
failure of unreliable private banking inati- 
tutions. 

William T. Abbott, vice president Central 
Trust Company—Two things are absolute- 
ly essential. First, all private banks should 
be incorporated, as are the state banks; or 
if they do business ae indivifuals, they 
should have the same regulation as state 
banks. Second, there should be astringent 
law which would prohibit private bankers 
from using such signs as “ bank,” “ bank- 
er,” or “ trust company.” It isjonly neces- 
essary for a man to put up guch @ sign 
nowadays to become a banker. 


Ashurst in Kentucky, Report. 

Joseph T. Ashurst, who was ae pastner of 
Forsberg in the ownership of the two banks, 
is believed to be in southern Kentucky. Katie 
Levin of 6147 Kenwood avenue gave the 
clew to his whereabouts. 

“Lyra Ashurst, who is my chum, told me 
her father was going to take the family to 
Kentucky, and that her grandmother lived 
there,” she said. ‘‘ Lyra came in Saturday 
morning to say good-by, and told me she was 
going to leave Chicago on the 11:56 train, 
but I don’t know on what railroad, or to 
what city they were going.”

qhirty creditors of the Brookline bank held 
an informal meeting at night at 7116 South 
Chicago avenue at which they decided to 
send a committee to Judge Landis this morn- 
ing and ask him to dissolve the receivership.

U.S. TROOPS ROUT 
DISEASE AND DIRT 


John T. MeCutcheon Tells 
How Vera Cruz Is Being 
Cleaned, as Were Ha- 
vana and Manila. 


NATIVES WON TO FAVOR. 


Vaccine and Garbage Cans Re- 
place Guns as Weapons 
Used by “‘Invader’’ 
in Fight.

Vera Cruz, May 20.—However mediation 
results, the American military and naval 
forces here will have given the world an- 
other object lesson in sanitation and admin- 
istration. 

The campaign against dirt and disease is 
not one of watchful waiting. In one month 
of occupation the city is following Panama, 
Havana, and Manila as a clean, healthy 


port, and the residents are showing their 


appreciation by a hearty codperation. 

There is no evidence of resentment against 
American occupation, and the belief pre 
vails that the residents prefer that the 
Americans should remain here rather than 
leave. 


ALL RESIDENTS ARE VACCINATED. 

Every resident is being vaccinated; every 
house systematically inspected; all garbage 
accumulations are being destroyed. Instead 
of torturing and executing prisoners, as the 
Mexico City papers proclaim, the only hos- 
tile move is against disease breeding condi- 
tions. No hostility to Americans ig evident 
here. 

Today the city is gay with cosmopolitan 
activity. Its streets are kaleidoscopic with 
brilliant life, 

There are no indications of any appre 
hension of trouble, althocgh refugees from 
Mexico City report conditions quiet, but 
that the people are fearful of the rebels’ ap- 
proach, Mexican residents are more fear- 
ful of the rebels than of the Americans and 
the spirit of revolt against Gen. Huerta 
grows as the rebel victories increase in 
numbers. 


AMERICANS STILL IW. CAPITAL, 

Twenty Americans who arrived here 
today on a morning train say there are stil! 
800 Americans in Mexico City who refuse to 
Icave that city, preferring to take their 
chances to abandoning their property. Sev- 
eral Americans here have obtained permits 
to return to Mexico City on their own re- 
sponsibility, relieving the United States gov- 
ernment from responsibility for their safety. 

The general report is that Huerta wil! 
not resign, but is losing followers on ac- 
count of his obstinacy in persisting in a los- 
ing fight.

WIN TWO FIGHTS 


Many Prisoners and Guns Cap- 
tured in Campaign to 
Take Saltillo. 


EXECUTE ALL OFFICERS. 


Eight Troop Trains Seized by 
Men Under the Command 
of Villa. 


Saltillo were announced in official dispatches 
received here today. 

At Paredon on May 17 Gen. Villa, lead- 
ing 4,000 Constitutionalists, defeated 4,500 
Federals retreating from Monclova to Saltil- 
lo. The rebels lost 16 killed and 28 wounded. 
The Federal casualties were 29 killed and 
over 80 wounded. The Constitutionalists 
captured 900 prisoners, 9 pieces of artillery, 
over 1,000,000 rounds of small arms ammuni- 
tion, a large quantity of artillery ammuni- 
tion, and a large supply of provisions, in ad- 
dition to five troop trains, which carried 
the Huerta soldiers. 

Two Federal generals, Miguel Alvarez and 
Ignacio Munog, fell in the combat. Gen. 
Osorno and a number of other Federal offi- 
cials were executed. 

At Zertuche the rebels captured three troop 
trains, a supply of provisions, a quantity of 
artillery ammunition, and a Federal general 
and his staff, numbering thirty-two, who 
were executed. 


Federals Flee from Monclova. 
The Federal garrison of Monclova, num- 
bering 4,500, had evacuated that town on 
May 15 in five troop trains on the approach 
of Gen. Francisco Murguia, Constitutionalist 
commander at Piedras Negras, who was ad- 
vancing from the south to attack. 

Warned by Murguia and by his scouts that 
the Federals under Gens. Charies Alvarez, 
Guardiola, and Munoz were attempting to 
consolidate their forces with the Saltillo gar- 
rison, Gen. Villa prepared to receive them at 
Paredon. Villa divided his forces into three 
columns, the center one of which he led in 
person. 

As the first two troop trains steamed into 
the trap prepared for them on May 17, Villa | 
swung forward his three columns simulta- 
neously. The Constitution@list attack was 
brilliantly executed. In forty minutes the 
Federals not dead, wounded, or prisoners 
were scattered in flight, leaving their ammu- 
nition and provisions behind them. ~ 


Met by Hail of Bullets. 
The rebel cavalry dismounted and, acting 
as infantry, fairly swept the Federal lines 
back with the rapidity of their rifie fire. As 
the Federals swarmed out of their cars and 
took up positions in open order along the 
railroad track they were met by a withering 
volley. 
For a time they faced the hail of bullets 
stubbornly and sent back an effective fire in 
return, but the rebels under Villa and his 
brigade commanders, Maclovio Herrerra, 
Trinidad Rodriguez, Raoul Madero, and 
Perchea, were not to be denied. 
The Constitutionalist advance never fal- 
tered, and as their lines dashed forward 
from three sides under Ville’s personal en- 
couragement and that of the brigade com- 
manders, all of whom distinguished them- 
selves for bravery, the Federals broke and 
ran. 


Weakens Defense of Saltillo. 

By this victory, Gen. Villa prevented the 
arrival at Saltillo of the Monclova federal 
garrison, which would have added materially 
to the defensive force of the objective point 
of the campaign. He also captured supplies 
which would have been of value to the gar- 
rison of Saltillo. 

Word has been received that Gen. Fran- 
cisco Murguia, having occupied Monclova 
and left a garrison there, is leading the 
major portion of his force to Paredon with 
the intention of taking part in the Saltillo 
campaign. 

He has opened the National Railways line 
from Pedras Negras to Bocatoche, a station 
about twenty kilometers south of Monclova, 
and will continue to press the repair work. 

A dispatch from Durango stated that Gen. 
Carranza expected to leave that point today 
for Torreon.

When we have fir 
ished with Mexico, Mexico will be terri- 
torlally intact. 

Second—That no personal aggrandizement 
by American investors or adventurers or 
capitalists, or exploitation of that country, 
will be permitted. Legitimate business in- 
terests that seek to develop rather than ex- 
ploit will be encouraged. 

Third—That a: settlement of the agrarian 
land question by constitutional means—such 
as that followed in New Zealand, for exam- 
ple—will be insisted on.

““ My ideal,’ the president says, “is an 
orderly and righteous government; but my 
passion is for the submerged 85 per cent of 
the people of that republic, who are now 
struggling toward liberty. 

“It is a curious thing that every demand 
for the establishment of order in Mexico 
takes into consideration, not order for the 
benefit of the people of Mexico, the great 
mass of the population, but order for the 
benefit of the old time régime, for the aristo-

“Of course it would not do for us to in- 
sist on an exact procedure for the partition 
of the land, for example, for that would set 
ug up in the position of dictators, which we 
are not and never shall be; but itis not our :n- 
tention to cease in our friendly offices until 
we are assured that all those matters are 
on their way to successful settlement.” 


Every phase of the present situation and 
its ultimate settlement, according to the 
ideals of the president, is based on the condi- 
tion that those in de facto control of the gov- 
ernment must go before Mexico can realize 
its manifest destiny. He regards the situa- | 
tion as somewhat similar to that in France 
before the revolution. 

“The function of being a policeman in 
Mexico has not appealed to me,”’ he says, 
“nor does it appeal to our people. Our duty 
is higher than that. If we are to goin there, 
restore order, and immediately get out, and 
invite a repetition of conflict similar to that 
which is in progress now, we had better 
have remained out.”

SENATOR STONE CRITICISES 
HENRY LANE WILSON ACTIONS. 


Says Former Envoy to Mexico Seeks 
to Revive Drooping Fortunes by 
Congressional Publicity. 


Washington, D. C., May 20.—Criticism of 
Henry Lane Wilson, former American am- 
bassador to Mexico, was made in the senate 
today by Senator Stone, chairman of the for- 
eign relations committee, when Senator 
Smith of Michigan had read a letter from Mr. 
Wilson expressing his views on the Mexican 
situation. : 

The letter was ostensibly to correct a date 
in Senator Smith’s recent Mexican speech. 
The former ambassador wrote of various oo- 
casions when he had urged the recognition 
of Huerta, and expressed the belief that the 
adoption of that course by the present ad- 
ministration would have averted the blood- 
shed which has occurred. 

“This is an attempt of the somewhat dis- 
credited former ambassador to exploit him- 
self in the public press after his repeated 
fulminations have become somewhat stale,” 
Senator Stone said. “It is an attempt to re- 
vive his drooping fortunes by getting some- 
thing printed in the Congressional Record.” 

Senator Smith protested that the former 
Mexican ambassador had done everything 
in his power to protect American interests 
in Mexico and! deserved the highest apprecia- 


tion of the nation. 
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FORMER FRIEND OF HUERTA 
CAUGHT TRYING TO ESCAPE. 


Jose Lozano, Deposed Minister of Com- 
munications, Now Under Surveil- 
lance at National Capital. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 

Vera Cruz, May 20.—José Marie Lozano, 
deposed minister of communications in 
Huerta’s cabinet, according to a story re- 
ceived here today, tried to slip out of the city 
night before last by automobile, planning to 
board a Vera Cruz train at a way station. 

He was betrayed to Huerta, who sent se- 
cret police to capture him. They caught up 
with the fugitive minister at San Juan Aecoti- 
huacan, forty kilometers out. The police re- 
ported the capture by telegraph to Gen. 
Huerta, who directed that Lozano be brought 
back to the capital and incarcerated in the 
Santiago milHtary prison. 

These orders were countermanded, appar- 
ently, for Lozano was under surveillance 
yesterday morning in the national palace. 

Lozano probably is the weakest figure in 
the cabinet. Until recently he was Huerta’s 
favorite drinking and roystering compan- 
ton. He probably fell away from Huerta of 
his own accord to become involved in the dic- 
tator’s downfall. It is doubtful if Huerta 
allows him to get away.

Property Rights of All Foreign- 
ers to Be Protected During 
Their Absence. 


(BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.] 

Washington, D. C., May 20.—[Special.]— 
The United States has entered into an agree- 
ment with Great Britain and the Nether- 
lands to keep the Tampico oil fields open and 
to maintain the property rights of foreign- 
ers there. 

Sir Cecil Spring-Rice, the British ambas- 
gador, and Chevalier von Rappard, minister 
from the Netherlands, conferred at length 
with Secretary Bryan today on the matter. 
At the close of the conference Mr. Bryan 
announced that the three countries would 
guard against any losses of property rights 
in the oil districts of Tampico, Panuco, and 
Tuxpam by reason of the temporary absence 
from Mexico of the owners of those rights. 

The Constitutionalist authorities appar- 
ently are in full accord with this program, 
for the confidential agency at Washington 
tonight sald the Constitutionalists had no 
objection to it. 


British May Break Up Blockade. 

This announcement by Mr. Bryun, tollow- 
ing that of yesterday, when he declared 
Tampico was regarded as an open port, also 
indicates that the United States will not be 
called upon alone to prevent a blockade by 
the Huerta gunboats. 

It is possible if such a blockade is at- 
tempted during the mediation conference at 
Niagara Falls, Great Britain will assume the 
responsibility of breaking it up, to save this 
country from the necessity of assuming an 
antagonistic attitude toward Huerta during 
the armistice. It is generally believed here 
Great Britain agreed to look after this end 


at the conference between Secretary Bryan . 


and Sir Cecil Spring-Rice. 


Breach with Huerta Widens. 

The relations between this government 
and Huerta became more strained than ever 
today on receipt of a report from Gen. 
Funston that Private Parks, wearing the 
United States army uniform, was shot by a 
squad of Federal soldiers outside of Vera 
Cruz. This report was substantiated by an 
affidavit signed by A. W. Bland of Key West, 
Fla., who claimed to have secured his in- 
formation from an eye witness to the shoot- 
ing. 

Gen. Funston gave the name of the eye 
witness. Because of the verification of the 
affidavit from so many sources, the admin- 
istration regards it as substantially a cor- 
rect narrative of the circumstances sur- 
rounding Parks’ death. The story is the 
same as that reported to the administration 
by the Brazilian minister at Mexico City. 


Renew Search for Silliman. 

The administration also became concerned 
again today over the fate of Consul S'lliman 
at Saltillo. Secretary Bryan announced he 
intended to look into the Silliman case from 
a different angle shortly. 

It is thought he has sent a representative 
with the Constitutionalist army now before 
Saltilio, and that this man will attempt to 
get through the Federal lines to learn the 
whereabouts of Mr. Silliman. 

Plans for the withdrawal of a part of the 
naval force now in Mexican waters were 
considered at the navy department today. 
Acting Secretary of the Navy Roosevelt said 
that within a week he hoped to withdraw 
to American waters one division of the At- 
lantic fleet, consisting of four battleships 
and five torpedo boat destroyers with a 
tender.

ALL EYES ON NIAGARA FALLS 


Mediation Proceedings Watched by 
Americans and Mexicans. 


Mexico City, May 20.—Provisional Presi- 
dent Huerta in the course of an interview to- 
day said: 

* The Mexican peace delegates have no in- 
structions to offer my resignation at the con- 
ferences at Niagara Falls.” 

The president spoke with energy, standing 
erect, and emphasized his worde with a char- 
acteristic gesture of the right hand. 


Envoys Have Full Swing. 

Prior to this the ecting minister ot foreign 
affairs, Eesteva Ruiz, had declared that the 
Mexican representatives had been given 
“ample powers” by the government to deel 
with everything that may be discussed at the 
peace conference, with the object of solving 
the international difficulty. 

The keenest interest is manifested by all 
classes in the peace conference. The de- 
partment of foreign affairs is in close touch 
with the delegates, and the Brazilian mpinis- 
ter is receiving dispatches from the Brazil- 
ian ambassador relative to the conference. 


New Land Bill in Mexico. 

The government's new land bill to encour- 
age the small farmer and induce the large 
haciendado to divide his estates for coloniza-~- 
tion passed the chamber of deputies this 
afternoon by a unanimous vote of one hun- 
dred fifty four. 

The measure so adjusts the new federal 
tax on land that it bears heaviest on the 
owner of huge estates who holds them to- 
gether in a comparatively undeveloped con- 
dition, instead of throwing them open for 
division and settlement, and bears lightest 
or not at all on the small farmer cultivating 
a small piece of land of his own. 

It is generally recognized that the new 
measure makes for the remedying of one of 
Mexico’s chronic evils and for relieving the 
hardship under which the small peasant pro- 
prietors have labored. 


GRAND JURY ENDS INQUIRY 
INTO HOLLANDER MURDER. 
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Petras for Killing Girl Whose Body 
Was Found in. Cemetery. 


Aurora, Ill., May 20.—[Special.]—The Kane 
county grand jury concluded its investiga- 
tion tonight into the death of Theresa Hol- 
lander, the 20-year-old girl who was found 
clubbed to death in St. Nicholas cemetery 
on the night of Feb. 16. 

Anthony Petras, a former suitor, is at lib- 
erty on $10,000 bonds pending grand jury 
action. The prosecution was positive an 
indictment will be voted against Petras, but 
the jury will not report until Monday. 

More than twenty witnesses for the state 
were heard today, and it is believed that 
most of them gave testimony regarding the 
ownership of the knife which was found 
near the body. Frank Darrimont of Chicago, 
original owner of the knife, was one of the 
witnesses called. Darrimont says he lost the 
knife in Peoria three years ago. It was 
found by Earl Mathews, now dead and a son 
of A. C. Mathews, with whom Petras boarded 
and whose daughter, Ameta, he married 
when rejected by Miss Hollander. Will Hel- 
man of Peoria was another witness. Accord- 
ing to the police, he says he saw the knife in 
Petras’ possession. 

The slain girl’s parents, Mr. and Mrs. 
Mathews, and Chief of Police Michaels, in 
charge of the case, were others who testified.

SUICIDE THE DEFENSE 


Otto Schultz Charged with Kill- 
ing Otto Schaffner, Fel- 
low Worker. 


Two cheap revolvers were on a desk in 
front of a witness in Judge McDonald's ‘' gun- 
men'a’’ court yesterday afternoon. Five 
loaded cartridges and an empty shell were 
beside one of the pistols. 

With one a man had been killed. The other 
was in the pocket of the dead man when the 
police found him. :

The state will attempt to break down 
the suicide defense by showing Schaffner was 
right handed and the death wound was in the 
left temple.

Chicago Official Says New Voters at 
Polls Oppose Corruption.

gioners to begin at once the beautification of 
the first unit of Grant park in accordance 
gith the great general plan which will pro-

The first unit comprises the strip west of | 
¢be Illinois Central tracks between Jackson 
poulevard and Randolph street. Work will 
be started as soon as possible. 

The plans provide for stone balustrades, 
gravel walke, pergolas and flower gardens 
ané for a scheme of landscape gardening as 
g formal approach to the Great Lakes foun- 
tain on the south side of the Art institute. 


Plans to Be Worked Out. 

“These plans will be worked out by our 
landscape architects and gardeners from 
the original complete Grant park plan sub- 
mitted by Olmstead brothers of Boston,” 
gaid Mr. Foster. “ The park will be beauti- 
fed in units. The second section to be im- 
proved will be that west of the Illinois Cen- 
tral tracks and running south from Jackson 
poulevard to the proposed new Illinois Cen- 
tral terminal to be built south of Twelfth 
gtreet extended. 

“Today's action by the board really means 
that the first actual work of embellishment 
and beautification of Chicago's ‘ ront yard’ 
is assured. The plans will be submitted at 
the next board meeting and if approved, 
qgork will begin at once, probably early in 
June. It is possible the first unit will be fin- 


ished by fall. 


Bridge Soon to Be Completed. 

“The Monroe street bridge over the lilinois 
Central, which is building by the railroad 
under the supervision of the park board, 
goon will be completed. The street will be 
cut through at once, and a new entrance to 
the eastern section of the park will be thrown 
open to the public.” 

The board also orcered advertisements for 
bids for a $45,000 improvement at the south 
end of Jackson park. Since Yates avenue 
has been converted into a boulevard around 
the edge of the grourds of the South Shore 
Country club the commissioners have de- 
cided to place a formal entrance to the park 
at East Sixty-sevenih street. An imposing 
circle or plaza with a circular fountain, forty 
feet in diameter, will be built at this point.

That each and every item in the elab 
orate platform which the anxieties and 
cautions of professiona! politics devise for 
campaign purposes should be accounted a 
“mandate of the people” after election is 
nonsense. The people vote on candidates 
and on a few conspicuous, much debated 
issues when they do not vote merely as 
loyal partisans. The overwhelming mass 
of voters could not have told during the 
campaign nor after whether their party 
platform favored exemption or not or 
whether it contained any reference to the 
subject. To pretend that this plank is a 
mandate is palpable hypocrisy. 

Today, after the message of the presi- 
dent and much debate in congress and 
the press, a plebiscite, we are confident, 
would show that the great majority of 
the American people, regardless of party, 
favor the repeal of the tolls exemption. 

They favor it because they believe that 
the president was sincere and informed when 
he declared solemnly that to refuse repeal 
would involve our international relations 
and gravely and seriously affect our credit 
in the eyes of the world. 

They favor it, also, because it is now 
clearer to them than ever before that tolls 
exemption is subsidy, is an unjust privi- 
lege granted to interests already prosper- 
ous, powerful, and intrenched in their po- 
sition, to interests which wil) be the first 
to profit by the canal and which should 


bear their share of the cost of its upkeep.

INSTRUCTIONS FOR FARMERS. 
ATER Supply, Plumbing, and 
66 S. wage Disposal for Country 
Homes.” This is the title of 
bulletin No. 57 of the de 

partment of agriculture. 

It is not ooh known that typhoid fever 
is worse in the country then in most cities. 
The many investigations of farm wells in 
all parts of the country s.ow a large per- 
centage of them to be polluted. A Cana- 
dian report on farm wells shows that 30 
per cent are safe; 25 per cent orgy 4 
contaminated; 36 per cent seriously 
luted, and 9 per cent too salty to ioe 
Investigations in Minnesota, Wisconsin, T- 
linois, and Indiana confirm the findings of 
this Canadian report. 

In Indiana an examination of water 
from 177 deep farm wells showed 116 of 
good quality, 45 bad, and 16 doubt‘ul. Of 
the waters from 411 shallow farm wells 
159 were good, 209 very bad, and 43 doubt- 
ful. 

~~ 

It is by reason of facts such as these 
that the department of agriculture bas 
issued this bulletin. It gives d.tailed in- 
structions on wells, cisterns, house plumb- 
ing, sewers, and grease traps. With it for 
reference a farmer with such help as he 
can get in his neighborhood can dig and 
wall a well, can build a waterproof cist rn, 
can put plumbing inte his house, can build 
the house drains, can construct a septic 
tank, and can build a grease trap. It tells 
just how to walle well to prevent soil pol- 
lution, and just how to protect a spring. 

-—~o- 

Some details of construction of a septic 
tank are as follows: 

“The tank should have a capacity of 
ten cubic fet per person. It should be 
large enough to hold thirty-six hou:s’ sew- 
age. After passing through the tank the 
sewage should be discharged into the soil. 
The drains from the tank should be of four 
inch unglazed tile, laid sixteen inch. s below 
the surface of the ground. These drains 
should spread out fanlike and be long 
enough to furnsh 500 square feet of ground 
for each person served The disposal tile 
should have a pitch of one inch to fifty 
feet. 

“The tile from the house to the septic 
tank should be vitrified sewer pipe, four 
inches in diameter, and laid with a fall of 
nine inches to 100 feet. The septic tank 
should consist of two chambers. For a 
house inhabited by six persons the settling 
chamber should be 4x6xi% feet. The si- 
phon chamber should te 3x2x2 fect 4 iaches 
at least. 

“The designs preferred are those recom- 
mended in the University of Missouri bul- 
letin No. 83 and the Wisconsin circular of 
information No. 34.°° The walls should be 
of concrete. The side walls should be six 
to eight inches thick, the floor four to six, 
and the roof six inches of reinforced com 
crete.”

Some 
days he vomits all/the milk in one large 
stream. I have a great deal of milk, so prob- 
ably he gets too much at a time. Will you 
please tell me what to do to overcome this?

conference at Paris during the course of the 
present year for the purpose of considering 
what measure can be taken to protect 
plumaged birds from the danger of extinc- 
tion without doing damage to the legitimate 
trade in plumes for women’s headgear. 

The minister of commerce, who at the In-

stance of the cabinet is drawing up the pro- 


. gram for the congress, is to direct the opera- 


¢ons of the latter as the presiding officer, 
and foreign powers are to be asked to send 
official delegates. 

It will be interesting to see whether more 
of the foreign governments, such as, for in- 
stance, the United States and Great Britain, 
will include women among their representa- 
tives as having a more immediate interest in 
the problem than men.

In England the movement against the use 
of aigrettes and of wild bird plumage for 
the adornment of hats is highly influential, 
being headed by Queen Alexandra and Queen 
Mary, who do not permit their wear by the 
women of the royal household and lose no 
occasion to manifest their displeasure against 
those ladies of the court who disregard their 
well known views in the matter. 

Ostrich plumes do not come under the ban, 
since the trade therein is conducive to the 
preservation rather than to the destruction 
of the birds producing them, and no little 
comment was excited among the fair sex in 
Paris during the recent visit of the English 
sovereigns to the French capital by the fact 
that, whereas the numerous and attractive 
hats of Queen Mary were adorned with 
superb ostrich feathers, Mme. Poincaré, the 
wife of the French president, affected hats 
with wild bird plumage, especially aigrettes, 
wearing these in her coiffure, even at evening 
entertainme nts.

The German empress, the Quéens of Bel- 
gium, Holland, Denmark, Sweden, Norway, 
Italy, and Spain, the two empresses of Rus- 
sia, and most of the archduchesses of the 
reigning house of Austria-Ilungary, all share 
the views of Queen Mary and Queen Alex- 
andra on the subject of wild birds’ plumage, 
and, if they have not yet succeeded in stop- 
ping the general wear thereof, it merely goes 
to show what I have so often had occasion to 
point out In these letters~namely: that 
fashion is always in a state of rebelliop 
against royalty and that there aré no laws 
so difficult to enforce as those which are of 
a Sumpiuary character. 

lf, however, the projected international 
congress in Paris, which is the Mecca of 
feminine fashion, can sccure legi#iation in 
ail Buropean cowntries similar to that in- 
augurated by the United States, strictly pro- 
hibiting the importation of wild bird plumage, 
or even of any articles of feminine headgear 
adorned therewith, a long step will have 
been taken towards the protection of 
plumagead wild birds from extinction.

Kilmun on the Holy Loch, where the Mac- 
Cailein Mor, ninth Duke of Argyll and chief 
of all the Camptell clans, has just been laid 
to rest, is far from the Campbell country. 
Thete is an interesting story as to hoW it 
tirst became the burial place of the Campbell 
chieftains and of the various lords and 
dukes of Argyll during the last five centuries. 

It seems that in 1442 the then chief of the 
united clans of Campbell, krtown as the Black 
Knight of Lochow, had a favorite eon, who, 
being educated in the lowlands, died sudden- 
ly in the depth of a particularly severe win- 
ter. 

On account of the heavy snow it was fourd 
impossible to convey the remains to Inverary, 
and the funeral party, Bbéing snowed up,

local chief, Lamont of Cowal, to bury the 
lad in the parieh church, which had been 
built some 200 years earlier by the Lamonts 
of Cowal.

The Knight of Lochow himself, when he 
died ten years later and was entcmbed be- 
side his son, bequeathed a large endowment 
to the church, and ever since all the mem- 
bers of the family have been entombed there, 
Save three. 

Thus the second Duke of Argyll, the friend 
of. Jeanie Deans, reposes in Westminster 
abbey. The ninth Earl of Argyll met death 
on the scaffoh and is buried in Greyfriars 
churchyard in Edinburgh; while only the 
head of the great Marquis of Argyll, who was 
guillotined by the *‘ maiden” at the Market 
cross of Edinburgh on May 27, 1661, is en- 
tombed at Kiimun. 

It was exposed for three years, like the 
neads of all those who had suffered death 
for high treason, stuck on a gepike on the 
Tolbooth at Edinburgh, and was removed 
from there and restored to the members of 
the family when the parliamentarians se- 
cured possession of the Scottish capital.

The English government has struck @ 
curious snag in connection with the repair- 
ing of the superb oaken roofing of West- 
minster hall, which dates from the reign of 
William, the’ Conqueror. Experts agr‘e that 
the best, and, indeed, almost the only oak 
entirely suitable for the purpose is that 
which comes from the prcperty of G. L. 
Courthorpe, member of parliament for the 
Rye division of Sussex. 

Now, Mr. Courthorpe is not rich enough to 
be able to afford to make a present to the 
nation of the some $60,000 or $80,000 worth of 
oak needed for the purpose. 

On the othet hand, he cannot eel! It to the 
government without being compelled, ac- 
cording to the unwritten rules of parl‘ament, 
to vacate his s€at In the house of commons, 

This he does not wish to do, as he ig fond of 
parliament, in which he has sat for the last 
eight or ten years as a Conservative. 

He cannot, in this particular inetance, 
adopt the device of selling the oak In ques- 
tion through a third party to the state, sinve 
that would be admittedly a maneuver for the 
sole purpose of evading the said rule, and it 
will tax the ingenulkty of the government to 
get round the difficulty.

It may be remembered that at the time when 
the Russo-Japdnese war was in progress the 
British government; by Way of indirectly 
helping its orfental ally, purchased two fine 
Chilean men of war that would otherwise 
have gone to swell the size of the Muscovite 
navy. 

The purchase was made by the English 
government through the well known firm of 
Anthony Gibbs & Co, 

Now the present Lord Aldenham, then 
knhuwn as the Hon. Albah Gibbs, one of the 
heads of the firm in question, was at the time 
the senior member for the city of London in 
the house of commons, entitled as such of 
each opening day to @ séat among the cabi- 
net ministers on the treasury bench. 

When the government made the purchase 
of these ships through his frm, he consid- 
ered it incumbent upon him to resign his seat 
in parliament, so as to avoid anything that 
could in the slightest degree affect the honor 
and name of the great commercial constitw- 
ency of which he hae been for so long the 
chief spokesman in the legislature of the em- 
pite.

Sunday Closing at Fair. 
Regarding the Panama-Pacific exposition 


' the report says: 


* Bfforts to secure the Sunday closing of 
the exposition in San Francisco next year 
have not been successful, and present indi- 
cations are that the management of the fair 
will remain deaf to all petitions to that end. 
The United States congress has now before it 
@ recommendation from the president that 
an appropriation be made for a United States 
building and exhibit, and congress has been 
petitioned to incorporate the Sunday closing 
clause, closing the government buildings on 
Sunday, in the appropriation for that object. 

“ There was hesitancy on the part of some 
to participate in a Lord’s day congress, 
which is to be held for ten days during the 
exposition if its gates were to open on Sun- 
day. 

Will Take Part. 

* But tn view of the fact that California is 
the only state without a Sabbath law, and 
with the hope that such a congress would be 
educational and assist in securing, ultimate- 
ly, the passage of a Sabbath law for that 
state, the Lord’s Day Alliance of the United 
States will participate in the proposed con- 
grees under the following conditions, among 
others: 

“That the executive committee, arrang- 
ing for the congress, shall respectfully pro- 
test against open gates of the exposition on 
the Lord’s day. 

‘‘That special effort be made to awaken 
the people to the need and benefit of the en- 
actment and enforcement of a Lord’s day 
law, or for one day’s rest in seven by the 
state of California for the moral and spir- 
itual uplift of the people.” 


° Urge All People to Aid. ° 

Specific recommendations which apply to 
all persons urge all *' families not to buy any- 
thing on the Sabbath day, to plan for their 
servants so that they may observe the day, 
and to pay laborers so that they may have the 
Saturday half holiday.”’

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Expert Cox Says Tempera- 
ture’s Vagaries Give Unus- 
ual Energy to Citizens. 


REPORT SCHOOL DEATHS. 


Mrs. Young Blames Spring Tem- 
perature Changes for Big 
Losses on Teaching Staff. 


While Mrs. Ella Flagg Young, superin- 
tendent of schools, was preparing for her 
annual report the largest list ever prepared 
of teachers in the public schools who had 
died in one year, Prof. Henry J. Cox, weather 
forecaster, was eulogizing Chicago as «@ 
health resort. 

Prof. Cox discussed the world’s most dis- 
cussed question at a luncheon of the Chi- 
cago Association of Commerce in the Hotel 
La Salle. He said the sudden and extreme 
changes in temperature so much maligned 
by weather fans put zest and spirit into Chi- 
cagoans and make them commercial leaders, 


Mrs. Young on Weather. 

Mrs. Young said the changes in tempera- 
ture this spring had caused a demand for 
substitute teachers in the schools which 
could scarcely be met by the educational de- 
partment. 

There have been 26 deaths on the: teach- 
ing force since Sept. 1, 1913, and six annule- 
tants have died. During April the board of 
education spent $18,914.25 in salaries to sub- 


| gtitute teachers. 


“And the principals complain that they 
have not had enough substitutes,’’ said Mra. 
Young. 


Chicago Weather World Beater. 

On the other hand, Prof. Cox gaid: 

** We have long periods of perfect weather. 
There is no place where more ideal! weather 
prevails than along Lake Michigan in the 
autumn. Lowell, when he wrote, ‘ What ig 
sO Tare a8 a day in June?’ might well have 
been thinking of a June day in Chicago. 

* We have so much perfect weather it palls 
on us. It isn’t appreciated. It is to the ups 
and ‘downs of the temperature, the shifting 
of the winds, the change from cloud to sun- 
shine, that we owe our characteristic Chi- 
cago energy. The rainfall is well distributed 
here. We don't have to worry over drought. 

“The reason we suffer from the weather 
is because we don't dregs correctly. Inthe 
winter we wear heavy underclothes that 
make us uncomfortable and hot when we are 
indoors, and cause us to catch cold when 
we get outdoors. In the summer we don’t 
wear the light clothes, both in weight and 
color, that they do in the south. Dark 
clothes absorb heat.’’

Even up 
to the ranks of the minor railroad off- 
cials, such, for instance, as assistant yard- 
master, the man at the top of the list 
immediately below that position has the 
right to demand that he be given at least 
a trial in the new job.

Erratic Sky Wanderer Vistble from 
Chicago Appears in Northeastern 
Sky—May Be Coming or Going. 


A new and erratic comet has appeared in 
the northeastern sky. The astronomers are 
not sure whether it is coming or going. What- 
ever it is doing it is in as big a hurry asa 
comet ever gets. 

M. Zlatinsky, a Russian observer, put his 
name on the comet by discovery on May 16 

The sky wanderer has violated the sky 
code by appearing without a tail, but despite 
this handicap it appears to be traveling 
twenty-five minutes of are every day, ac- 
cording to the observers. 

Frederick C. Leonard of 1838 Madison 
park, ** Chicago’s boy astronomer,” studied 
the comet at his private observatory last 
night. 

“ At 8:15 it was two and one-half degrees 
north and a little west of the bright star 
Capella,” he said. “It appears circular in 
form and hase stellar nucleus. It looks like 
a star surrounded by a haze. The nucleus 
is of the sixth magnitude. The comet is 
greenish white—somewhat the color of a cop- 
per spectrum. It can be seen with an ordi- 


nary pair of opera glasses and seems to be 
getting brighter.’’

The negro, Clarence Williams, according to 
the story received here by mail, in a game 
recently, in which Nazada’s father partici- 
pated, won all the old man’s money. Then 
the old man waggrea his daughter. He lost. 

‘The girl was taken to the shanty of the 
American negro. 

Christofo Zurello, a halfbreed, had wanted 
WNazada as a wife for his son. Zurello entered 
into negotiation with the negro. His offer 
of 30 pesos for the girl was refused. 

Soon after Williams left for his work on 
_ Saturday, May 9, Zurello, a peon, anda half- 
_ * breed appeared at the shanty. Williams had 

_ @ccasion to return a few hours later. Tied 
to a nearby tree was his Indian girl, mutilated 
with knives. Just before she died she told 
him who had assailed her. Arming himself, 
- Williams found Zurello and the two other 
, Men and shot them to death. 
4 Most of that night there was fighting be- 
_ tween the negroesand Indians. This fighting 
Was resumed at church the next morning. 
Williams and twelve of his followers were 
. killed. Many Indians were slain. Fighting 
was kept up for many days and, according 
to the story reaching here, the bodies of 
sixty-four negroes were found. The number 
of Indians slain probably never will be 
known.

We can 
t for 5 cents sometimes all the essential in- 
formation there is in popular books costing 
many times this sum. It is a sad but incontro- 
yertible fact that not a few people are paying 
here from twenty to five thousand times 
as much for food information or direction as 
they need to. The strangest thing of all about 
the work of the food exploiters is that they 
quote as authority information contained in 5 
cent bulletins, vr say that their work is found- 
ef on scientific work done by the government, 
when they may be using but a garbled fact or 
two from a single one of the hundreds of bul- 
letins available at this trifling price.

The way to keep informed to the minute in 
reference to the great mass of literature which 
is being put out by the government on all 
topics is to subscribe t othe “ Monthty Cata- 
logue of United States Public Documents,” for 
which you pay $1.10 a year. This lists all the 
publication during each calendar month and 
gives the prices of all that are available, but 
these catalogue can probably be consulted at 
most libraries.

Then he exhibited signs of nervous- 
ness. He missed a short putt at the sixteenth 
and followed this up by taking four to hole 
out at the seventeenth from a distance of 
lesé than fifty yards from the hole. Every 
one anticipated that Tubbs would fail at the 
éighteenth hole, but these anticipations were 
hot justified, as he played it really weil and 
gave Ouimet little chance of winning it.

Tubbs outdriving Ouimet by a considerable 
distance, but the hard nature of the ground 
is not inclined to show Ouimet at his best, 
as he hits the ball with a comparatively 
long carry, and when the ball lands there 
ig comparatively little roll.

Mellen 
of the New Haven continued his testimony 
before the interstate commerce commis- 
sion. 

Mr. Mellen admitted frankly that neither 
he nor any of the directors of the New Ha- 
yen had the temerity to oppose Mr. Mor- 
gan's plans, although, he said, he sometimes 
disagrecd with him. He declared, however, 

that Mr. Morgan's judgment in any financial 

transaction was so marvelous that anybody 
well might hesitate before running counter 
to it. 


Property Might Have Improved. 

Even in the acyuisition Ly the New Haven 
of the Westchester property, into 
millions of dollars vanished as thin air, Mr. 
Mellen, who declared he did not approve of 
the purchase, insisted that, had Mr. Morgan 
lived, the property might have been far 
more valuable than it is today. 

Bo, too, it was with the acquisition of the 
Worcester, Nashua and Rochester railroad, 
in which Mr. Morgan, Mr. Mellen said, was 
responsible for paying $15 a share more 
than the stock really was worth. Aa in the 
Westchesier transaction, however, Mr. Mor- 
gan, according to Mr. Mellen, would brook 
no interference, carrying out his plans prac- 
tically without regard to the opinion of oth- 
ers interested. 


Testimony on Trolley Lines. 
Acquisition by the New Haven of trolley 
lines in Connecticut and Rhode Island oc- 
cupied much attention at today’s proceed- 
ings. Mr. Mellen conceded that some of the 
properties had been purchased at too high 
& price, but added that they were worth 
more to the New Haven, at the time, than 
to anybody else. In purchasing the linea, 
particularly those in Connecticut, he said he 
eeountered “sharp competition’’ from 
other prospective purchasers, and thereby 
“the price was boosted.” 

Just at the close of the day it developed 
that former United States genator Nelson 
W. Aldrich of Rhode Island was instrumental 
in selling the trolley system of that state 
to the New Haven. 

Mr. Melien maintained that the trolley 
lines acquired by the New Haven, generally 
epeaking. were valuable properties, and, 
while they had cost a large amount, he be- 
Heved the money had been well invested. He 
cited the three Connecticut trolleys which 
hed been leased for ninety-nine years o na 
Guarantee of 5 per cent return. 


Many Records Held Ready. 
Before Mr. Mellen began his testimony 
today huge hampers of documents and 
tecords were brought into the room.

Sees Error in Record. 

Mr. Folk read the minutes of a meeting 
of the directors of the New Haven, held in 
October, 1909, at. which a report of the con- 
tract with John L. Billard regarding the 
transaction in 100,048 shares of Boston & 
Maine was ordered approved. Mr. Billard, in 
previous testimony, was said to have made 
$2,750,000 out of the transaction. 

Mr. Mellen said that a part of the minutes 
which made it appear that the New Haven 
had made a profit of $1,649,220 was incor- 
rect, but that a clause to the effect that 


' Billard was-only to get a commission was 


correct. 

Mr. Mellen further said that he made many 
contracts, not only with Mr Billard but 
with others, which he had not submitted to 
the board of directors. 


Admits Lease Is Better. 

The total investment of the Boston and 
Maine in the Worcester was $7,925,000, Mr. 
Folk showed. 

“ Would the Boston and Maine not have 
been better off if it had continued to lease this 
road?’’ he asked. 

*“ As it turned out, I think !t would, but at 
the time things looked different.’’ 

“When Mr. Morgan told you he had 
bought the stock of the Worcester road at 165 
from the Mutual Life Insurance company, 
what did you say?” 

“I think I said ‘ Jerusalem ’ or something 
like that.” 

“Why didn’t you remonstrate with him 
and ask him how he came to do this?” 

“I did not think this was the way to ap- 
proach Mr. Morgan.’’ 


Denies Morgan Gained Money. 

Mr. Mellen, testifying to his high regard 
for Mr. Morgan, said: 

“I do not remember his doing a single 
thing on which he made a dollar in connec- 
a with the New Haven while I was presi- 

ent.” 

Taking up the consolidation with the New 
Haven of the New Engiand Steamship com- 
pany and the Consolidated Railroad com- 
pany, by which $30,000,000 went into the 
treasury of the New Haven, Mr. Folk arked 
if thie transaction was not to evade the 
Connecticut law that prevented a railroad 
from increasing its capital stock without 
distributing it to the stockholders. 

“This may have been so0,"’ answered Mr. 
Mellen. 

“So you did by merger what you were 
prohibited from doing by law?” asked Mr. 
Folk. 

“The merger was approved by law and 
we liked the mergér plan,” said Mr. Mellen. 

*“ You were getting into the merger habit? ”’ 

* Just beginning. That was the inception 
of it. We went back to the Connecticut leg- 
islature and an act was passed approving of 
the merger.” 


Legislative Aid Got $100,000. 

“Who represeniea you before the legis- 
lature—Mr. Robbins? ” inquired Mr. Folk. 

* Yes, that was before he became general 
counsel of the New Haven.” 

Mr. Mellen said he approved the fee of 
$100,000 paid to Mr. Robbins for his lecis- 
lative work in Connecticut In connection 
with the ratification of the consolidation 


charter. 
“I thought he did good work and I favored 
paying him the money,” said the witness. 
Mr. folk produced a letter from Mr. May, 
treasurer of the New Haven, to Mr. Mellen 
dated Aug. 2, 1004, in which the payment of 
sums amounting in all to about $140,000 to 8. 


upon. 
“Mr. Kelly, it te stated here,” sald Mr. 
Folk, “ was to get $40 a share of Montville 
railway company amounting to $09,- 
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with a bank in Boston and he assumed that 
the sums were commissions paid him to 
@ather together the Norwich line and other 
stock. 

Mr. Mellen explained that the New Haven 
acquired three electric lines, the New Lon- 
don, the Montville, and the Norwich, all in 
Connecticut. For the New London $105 a 
share was paid, for the Norwich $110 a share, 
and for the Montville $160 a share. 

“Did you pay, in addition, $99,760 to Kelly 
for his services in acquiring the stock of the 
Montville line?’’ asked Mr. Folk. 

**I don’t remember exactly. The records 
will show.” 

* And $41,680, also to Kelly, as a commis- 
sion for other trolley purchases?” 

“That may be.’’ 

“J think,’’ continued Mr. Mellen, “ that 
these properties were a good purchase, be 
cause we subsequently leased them to the 
Shore Line Electric railway for 5 per cent 
of their total cost to us.” 


Aldrich Aided Negotiations, 

Mr. Folk, taking up the purchase by the 
New Haven of the Rhode Island trolleys 
system, asked if there had not been a break 
in the ngotiations afier they had been begun. 

“There was an interruption of some 
months, possibly almost a year,’’ answered 
Mr. Mellen. 

“Didn't Senator Nelson W. Aldrich see 
you about the matter?’”’ 

“Yes. He called at my home at Stock- 
bridge and asked me what the status of 
the negotiations was. I told him that from 
my standpoint I did not think I could yield 
to the terms. He said he thought them 
too severe and that he was going to see Mr. 
Dolan, as I understood it, and I presume 
he did. I believe it was the call of Mr. 
Aldrich on me at Stockbridge that resulted 
in the resumption of the negotiations, but 
how important was his influence or what ac- 
tion he took I do not know.” 

‘* Did the fact that he was a United States 
senator at that time have any weight with 
you?’ interrogated Mr. Folk. 

“That had no influence with me in the 
matter.” 

“Wasn't he a large stockholder in the 
Rhode Island trolleys?” 

“I think he was.” 


Mellen Letter to Aldrich. 

The following letter from Mr. Mellen to 

Senator Aldrich, under date of Aug. 20, 1906, 
was read by Mr. Folk: 

My Dear Senator: Am I wrong tn the 
impression that I was to hear from you 
again regarding the matter we discussed 
at our last interview, before taking any 
action? 

It was my understanding you were to 
get some definite assurance that was to be 
transmitted to me, which I could use asa 
basis for presentation to my directors for 
action, and I handed you a copy of the 
trust that has been provided for the han- 
dling of this and other similar matters. 
and since my return to my office I sent you 
a copy of the contract by which the New 
York, New Haven and Hartford railroad 
becomes the guarantor of all the pre- 
ferred shares that were to be issued by 
said trust.

doubt whether or not there is not some 

misunderstanding as a result of our Inter- 

view. 

“What was the ‘definite assurance’ al- 
luded to?’ asked Mr. Folk. 

“That Mr. Aldrich was to bring about a 
resumption of the negotiations.” 

“What was the reference to a ‘ trust '?” 

“That refers to the formation of a volun- 
tary association, which is done under the 
laws of Massachusetts to carry out trans- 
actions.”’ 

Mr. Mellen testified that the price paid for 
the Rhode Island trolley system was be- 
tween $19,000,000 and $20,000,000. 

“We paid about twice the value of the 
properties, but we thought they soon would 


7 be worth what we gave.’”’ 


The deficit, Mr. Mellen added, was larger 
than had been expected. 

“ Hasn't it been, on an average, $400,000 
annually ?’’ 

“TIT think that for the year ending June 380, 
1913, it was not more than $300,000, and I 
believe that was the largest in any year.” 

The hearing was adjourned until tomorrow 
morning, when Mr. Mellen will resume his 
testimony. 


WASHINGTON OBSERVERS SEE 
NEW COMET FOR FIRST TIME. 


| Meteor, Without Nucleus or Tail, Is 


Traveling More Rapidly than Eu- 
ropean Astronomers Reported. 


Washington, D. C,, May 20.—Moving ewift- 
ly east by south, the comet discovered by 
European astronomers five days ago was 
seen tonight from the United States naval 
observatory here. 

As it melted into the hase above the north- 
western horizon it appeared to be a lerge 
patch of nebulous light, without nucleus or 
tail. Deep haze prevented the taking of an 
accurate observation. 

H, B. Burton, an assistant observer, after 
an hour’s search, found the comet with field 
glasses. It was not far from the bright 
star Capella and appeared to be moving much 
more rapidly than was indicated by the ob- 
servation of the European astronomers last 
week.

“What!” exclaimed Mr. Scott. “ How

but never to snakes—— ”’ 
But Officer Charies H. Brayne of the Hu- 


' mane society took the next train for La 


Grange. At the high school he was shown 


_ into Miss Babcock’s room. She teaches the 
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zodlogy class, in which there are ten girls 
and six boys. All acknowledged their “ as- 
sociation’’ with snakes. 


“Girls Developing Their Nerve.” 

“The girls are developing their nerve—by 
handling snakes,” said Miss Babcock. 
“Once a week the class goes ‘ snaking * in 
the large woods, west of the school. That 
is, they hunt for snakes under fallen logs 
and stumps. The fearless ones pull the rep- 
tiles from their hiding places and carry 
them to the glass cages in the classroom 
for future study. 

“Indeed, we are not cruel,” said the 
teacher. ‘“‘ We handle the snakes gently and 
we are studying to be humane. We are try- 
ing to preserve the harmiess snakes by 
studying them, their movements and hab- 
its, and then letting them go again in the 
woods. The poisonous snakes we shun.” 

To convince Officer Brayne the class was 
anything but cruel to the toads and snakes 
used in the class room, they took him out 
‘‘gnaking "’ in the woods. 

Girls Show Less Fear than Boys. 

“ The girls picked up the snakes and wound 
them about their necks and arma,” said Mr. 
Bra ne. “ There was no evidence of fear 
among the girls. But the boys hesitated 
when they came across a large snake. They 
appeared more nervous in handling the rep- 
tiles than did the giris.” 

Miss BabeOck assured the humane officer 
that the girls had become 80 accustomed to

“When it came to the knowledge of the 
company that we proposed to incorporate 
that special information in our report it ob- 
jected, stating that we were the joint ap- 
pointees of the company and of the city, that 
the scope of our authority as designated by 
the ordinance was not sufficient to permit us 
to go beyond an examination of the receipts 
and expenditures of the company.

F. B. DOWNING, COAL BROKER, 
ARRESTED FOR FRAUD GAME. 


Charged with Giving Rush Orders for 
“Mine Run’ and Reconsigning Till 
Lost Track Of. 


F.. B. Downing, a coal broker, was arrested 
by federal officials yesterday on charges of 
using the mails in a scheme to defraud coai 
operators in Pennsylvania, West Virginia. 
and Kentucky. Downing’s operations were 
said to involve $200,000 worth of alleged 
fraudulent coal sales. 

He pleaded not guilty before United States 
Commissioner Lewis F. Mason, who fixed his 
bond at $1,000 and set his hearing for 
May 28. 

According to Postoffice Inspector C. N. 
Moore, who made the complaint, Downing 
operated the American Smokeless Fuel com- 
pany and the Dealers’ Fuel company, both 
alleged fake concerns. Downing had several 
business addresses in Chicago, and main- 
tained an office in the Masonic Temple. 

His scheme, according to the government, 
was to send for quotations on mine run coal 
and follow with rush orders, to be shipped to 
Chicago. When the coal arrived, it is said, it 
would be reconsigned several times, until the 
coal operators lost track of it.

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FIND CURRENCY LAW JOKER 


Invisible Control of Reserve Di- 
rectors Is Possible. 


ALL CHARTERS DUE TODAY. 


Chicago Among First to Send Certifi- 
cate of Organization. 


Washington, D. C., May 20.—[Special.]— 
The treasury department today discovered 
an omission in the new banking and cur- 
rency act which will permit an invisible con- 
trol of the board of directors of the twelve 
reserve districts. 

In the provisions for the election of di- 


' rectors of the reserve banks, no residential 


qualifications are placed on candidates for 
class A directors. Class A consists of three 
directors in each district to be chosen by the 
banks as their representatives, 

This failure to impose a residential quali- 
fication in this classification makes it possi- 
ble for the banking interests of the ~untry 
to name three individuals who shall serve 
as directors in every one of the districts. 

The law explicitly states that class B and 
class C directors shall be chosen from the 
districts, but it omits this provision regard- 
ing class A men. 


Final Returns Due Today. 

The final returns on the organization of the 
twelve districts are expected tomorrow. The 
Chicago district’s certificate of organization 
came today. There are 819 banks in the dis- 
trict. They have not been classified as to 
capital yet. 

Notices will be sent to all of the banks.in 
the various districts on Saturday calling 
their attention to the fact that they must 
choose an elector and also nominated persons 
for class A and class B directors. 

There will be three class A directors and 
three class B directors elected in each dis- 
trict by the banks. The class A men shall 
be chosen by the banks as their representa- 
tives. It is presumed they will be bankers. 

The class B directors shall be elected from 
men actively engaged in commerce, agri- 
culture, or some other industrial pursuit in 
their particular districts. 


Banks in Three Groups. 

The banks themselves will be divided into 
three groups, according to capitalization 
for the election of these directors. Each 
bank in each of these groups must nominate 
an official elector and one candidate for class 
A and class B directors. 

Under this system each group will elect 
one class A and one class B director. The 
three groups will elect six directors. Then 
the federal reserve board shall designate 
three directors to represent it on the district 
board and one of these three will be made 
chairman of the district reserve board.
